Baltimore, Jun e 7.—Presid en t Taft 
an d Colon el Roosevelt met at the Car­ 
d in al Gibbon s jubilee here for the first 
time sin ce the memorable con feren ce 
between them at New Haven last 
October.

Haven meetin g was apparen tly con sid ­ 
erably d isturbed over the Impression 
t!ie public received that he had hur­ 
ried to Mr. Taft for aid in the New 
York state campaign . 
If the New 
Haven in cid en t had left an y hard frid ­ 
in g between the presid en t an d Id a 
pred ecessor both were successful In 
con cealin g it. 
“ Hello, Theod ore,” was the greetin g 
of tho presid en t to his pred ecessor. 
The colon el grin n ed . 
“ Mr, Presid en t,” he replied , shakin g 
the presid en t's han d vigorously, “I’m 
glad to see you.” 
Mr. Roosevelt In quired as to Mrs. 
T afi’s health an d the presid en t replied 
that he was glad to be able to tell him 
that Mrs. Taft was much Improved . 
The presid en t in vited Colon el Roose­ 
velt to return to Washin gton with him 
on his car, but Mr. Roosevelt said be 
would he obliged to leave Baltimore 
soon er an d could n ot d o so.

him 
with 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt to bo guests at the White 
House on the occasion of the silver 
wed d in g of the presid en t an d 
Mrs. 
Taft on July 19. 
Mr. Roosevelt said 
that if he possibly could he would ac­ 
cept this in vitation . 
At thin part of 
their con versation some of the speak­ 
ers an d guests at the jubilee en tered 
tho room.

whose relation s with the colon el d e- 
<ame somewhat strain ed when he was 
in the White House.
